AGAIN AT HAWTHORNE. 



At Hawthorne yesterday it was simply aston- 
ishing to see how many persons attended the 
racecourse to witness the running off of a medi- 
ocre card, comprised of six races, one of which 
was a steeplechase over the short course. The 
jumping race was easily the star event of the 
day, although horses of some class contested 
the second and third races. The sun came out 
about midday and its rays set everything 
a-steaming. The track was wet and deep, but 
the footing w'as fairly good. The horses having 
been entered when a dry track was promised, it 
is not surprising that the large number of 
twenty scratches obtained in a total of sixty- 
five nominations. 

In the first race Pitfall at once took com- 
mand and led all the way, winning hard held 
from C. H. Whelan, who was never worse than 
third. Overla nd ran fourth from the quarter 
to the last sixteenth, where Majesta quit and 
gave the five-year-old maiden third money. 
Majesta ran second for three-quarters. Golden 
Rod and Treeby were just behind Overland at 
half, but were beaten off. The horses ran 
' i u Indian file. Lizzie Miles being beaten an 
eighth, and there was no semblance of a con- 
test. 

The long price of 5 to 1 was posted at the 
opening of the betting against Mary Black and 
Satsuma was held at a like figure, it being 3 to 
1 against Lady Ellerslie. Even money showed 
for an instant against Traverser, but he went to 
the post at 7 to 10 while Mary Black settled at 
74 to 1. The race was always between the pair. 
Mary Black led a close bunch as the barrier 
aiose, but Traverser passed her at the first six- 
teenth. He was here taken back by Bioss and 
Mary Black led from this point to the wire, 
winning by a neck. Bioss on the favorite seemed 
sure of the race, as from two lengths behind at 
the head of the homestretch, his horse was at the 
•filly’s saddle at the last eighth. Here one could 
have thrown his hat into Traverser’s mouth 
and he looked a certain winner. At the final 
sixteenth however he bore in, as is his wont, 
and Bioss had hard work to keep him clear of 
Mary Black, upon whom Lester Reiff was sit- 
ting stiil. A few rods farther along Traverser 
got to the other’s head, but just then Reiff, who 
had evidently been “playing possum,” adminis- 
tered a well timed cut of the whip to which 
responding Wishard’s filly drew awaiy and won 
in a close finish, wherein possibly Traverser 
stopped a trifle. It was a case of overconfi- 
dence or worse on the part of Bioss, for had 
Traverser been sent along early in the race, he 
must have won. Lady Ellerslie was third to 
the last few strides, Satsuma there heading her. 
The others were beaten away off. 

Departing from the track rule the judges 
allowed the third race* to go with only three 
starters. It transpired that the manager of 
Mr. Schorr’s horses had sent word to Randolph, 
clerk of the scales, to scratch Charley Christy 
but the official mistook the meaning of the 
message and thought it referred to scratching 
for the handicap of Tuesday. The horse had 
been fed before the mistake was discovered and 
-^gheing close to the time set for the race Mr. 
■ISiorr’s man told Judge Rees that he would 
start Charley Christy if so ordered, but that the 
horse would be sure to run badly. So the pre- 
siding judge excused him. If started Charley 
Christy would have been at a long price and 
could hardly have lost even with a full stomach, 
for the race fell to the rank outsider Lucid, who 
was beaten by so inferior an animal as Treeby 
at his last start. Johnny Campbell’s Senator 
Bland was a cinch according to all form, it 
being maintained that he had Covered in Cali- 
fornia 1 1-4 miles in 2 :07 on a heavy track and he 



was a 11 to 20 shot, Treachery standing at 9 to 
5. The latter was never in the hunt, Lucid 
shooting off in front by some lengths. Senator 
Bland picked him up on the far turn and “It’s 
all over” went up when the favorite reached 
the home turn two lengths to the good. All at 
once Senator Bland weakened and Lucid 
pegging away was leading at the last eighth, 
from which point he galloped home, beating 
Senator Bland several lengths. 

Starter Bruen, who had got along nicely, 
overlooked Old Fox, and this horse was left 
standing still, the others getting off fairly well 
together in the fourth race. Ostra, carrying 
Everett, a boy noted for beating the gate, took 
command at once and, never headed, won the 
race from Chancery, lapped on, both driving 
hard. Mr. Johnson landed a fair third. The 
last-named colt was fourth up the backstretch 
and those behind him were already out of it. 
He was taken to the rails on the last turn and, 
coming to the leaders in the homestretch, was 
anchored in the extremely heavy going on the 
inside. Chancery and Our Nellie alternated in 
second and third positions, both being well up 
to Ostra to the last quarter, where Our Nellie 
began to stop and was beaten out by Shinfane. 
Chancery looked all over a winner at the betting 
ring, but instead of coming outside of Ostra 
his rider took him to the rail and, although 
struggling aiong gamely, he could never get up. 
Survivor, thought to be a “good thing,” and 
heavily backed, as are all of Dunne’s horses, 
was never prominent. 

“As light of foot as an autumn leaf” turned 
out to be Ed Corrigan’s new steeplechaser 
8chreiber, a three-year-old bay gelding by Joe 
Hooker— Salome. Early in the day inquiries 
concerning this horse brought the information 
from Tom Hums: “He has never started either 
on the flat or over the sticks.” It was consid- 
ered a joke that his name had been changed 
from Loma to Schreiber, and 4 to 1 appeared 
against his name, which price rapidly rose to 
6 to 1, Now “all kinds of money” poured into 
the ring, and as the rumor blew, “Pat Dunne 
has bet $200,” rubbers were in great demand, 
although the old-time bookmakers laughed at 
the idea of Mr. Corrigan’s nephew getting down 
so hard on a jumping race. But when the 
owner backed his horse both ways, with Barney 
Schreiber saying, “He’s a very fair jumper,” 
the sport for whom the horse was renamed put 
his own money on straight, and 24 to 1 was the 
post price. At the start, delayed by the tighten- 
ing of Uncle Jim’s saddle, Nobilis wheeled as 
the flag fell and was stopped at once. Gypceiver 
was leading over the first jump, but “ran out” 
after clearing the second (he was worked over 
the course), and Uncle Jim and Schreiber went 
racing for the lead. At the third jump Schreiber 
got out in front, gaining much ground in 
his flight over the obstacle. Troil was close to 
him, Uncle Jim three lengths back third, five 
lengths better than Michael G. At the water 
jump opposite the grand stand Schreiber was 
six lengths better than Troil and the others 
were away back. Running like a scared deer 
the leader retained his advantage across the 
back field, but Troil closed ground on the last 
turn, and his backers shouted “Schreiber is 
quitting.” Ellison on the latter steadied his 
mount and set sail for home, four lengths to 
the good passing the last fence. The lead was- 
cut down to a saddle skirt at the last sixteenth, 
where struck once with the whip Schreiber ral- 
lied and won by open daylight. Uncle Jim and 
Michael G. whipped home almost abreast the 
last quarter and the former got the third money 
with the last horse beaten two lengths. 

Ramona, a newcomer, won the last race in a 
romp after shaking off Greyhurst, who led at 
the quarter. Count Fonso, always well up 



managed to beat Bishop Reed for place in a 
hard drive. Greyhurst finished a bad fourth. 
Del Paso II was “right there” to the home- 
stretch where he bled, 

W. M. Wallace has arrived at Hawthorne 
with six horses and the jockey Dupee. He says 
that he will race at Chicago the balance of the 
season. With Mr. Wallace came W. T. Wood- 
ard, Jr., with three horses and Andy Blakely 
with two. These horsemen are direct from the 
east. In Mr. Wallace’s string are: Lord Zeni, 
Banished, Hampden, Hi Jinks, Remp and Pan- 
mure. Woodard has Agitator, Hats Off and 
Simon W., while Blakely’s pair are Lady Med- 
dlesome and another two-year-old by Teuton. 

W.M. Wallace said that there will be six horses 
coming from the east for the Stallion Stakes 
Saturday, whereupon a horseman got in with: 
“Those fellows will be astonished at the way 
their youngsters are shot away from the post in 
short order as against the long delays to which 
New Yorkers have become accustomed.” 

Judge Rees gave Bioss a severe reprimand 
and said : “As the horses passed the last eighth 
post I turned to Harry (Kuhl) and exclaimed: 
‘Traverser will win to a certainty.’ Both horses 
were very tired at the. finish.” The general 
opinion among horsemen was that Bioss allowed 
Reiff to “kid him out of the race.” 

Frank Bell, being entitled to a three pound 
gelding allowance, carried one pound over on 
Saturday last and so gave Imp five pounds. 
His owner thinks that Frank Bell is almost 
sure to win The Crescent City Derby. 

Carey Applegate said that he enjoyed his two 
weeks’ vacation in Kentucky, but now is wor- 
ried to death over applications for work, there 
showing up at least ten book clerks for one 
vacancy. 

Barney Schreiber said, when guyed about the 
steeplechaser named after him: “I am glad 
my namesake is a jumper, because he will the 
sooner be killed.” 

The get of Friar Tuck, according to California 
performances, dislike a distance, and Lucky 
Star is the first of his progeny to show ability 
to “go on.” 

“Hops” Laudeman is said to have won large- 
ly on Lucky Star, as the reported $500 at 54 to 
1 is said to have been “a plug.” 

E. Austin and David Wright were visitors. 
They report the meeting just closed at Newport 
to have been a success. 

Harry Froelichhad a good day, being credited 
with a win of $2,500 on the first three races. 

Pat Dunne is willing to dispose of Flying 
Dutchman at private sale. 

“Virginia” (J. J.) Carroll was a prominent 
figure in the betting ring. 

There were sixteen regular and two field 

books.

SELLING Y EARLING S ABROAD. 

Last summer when John Mackey was at 
Washington Park he told more than one of his 
friends that he had a band of Rancho del Paso 
yearling fillies that he wished to dispose of and 
hardly knew how to do so with any prospect of 
realizing anything near their real value. Those 
conversant with racing affairs know that dur- 
ing the past two seasons an inexplicable preju- 
dice against fillies has served to render them a 
drug in the horse market despite the fact that 
the splendid performances of Imp, Briar Sweet, 
Alice Farley, Performance, L’Alouette, Irish 
Rebl, Cleophus and many others that might be 
named, have constantly given the lie to 
the senseless theory that mares are 
any less valuable than male horses 
for racing purposes. But Mackey felt that it 
was useless to try to stem a crazy fad while its 
sweep was so strong that it has this year led 
such an experienced breeder as Milton Young 
to unsex some thirty odd of this year’s crop of 
fillies. So, not caring to give them away, he, 
after much cogitation, loaded his forty-two 
equine misses on a steamer and went across 
the big water to see what our British cousins 
would do toward relieving his perplexities. 

What the practical, experienced English turf- 
men thought of his case can be inferred from 
the fact that they snapped up his fillies last 
week for the very satisfying average of $886 
and were ready to go on with the game, but 
Mackey’s supply had run out. It was not the 
best time of the year to sell thoroughbred year- 
lings in England either. Had Mr. Mackey 
taken his fillies across in time for the great 
July sales at Newmarket, or the equally great 
September sales at Doncaster, it is but reason- 
able to infer that he would have secured even 
greater prices for his young daughters of Sir 
Modred, Salvator, Watercress, Golden Garter 
and other lords of the harem at Rancho del 
Paso. But the brainy manager of Mr. Haggin’s 
great breeding establishment was no doubt 
abundantly pleased anyhow, for last June he 
would probably have readily taken $200 per 
head for the fillies that have sold so well in 
England and been glad of the chance to take 
that price. 

Mr. John Mackey is a V9ry able man. He has 
the deserved reputation of being able to per- 
ceive a good thing about as quickly as any man 
in California and that is not saying a slight 
thing. Having done so well in the English 
sales market with a few left over fillies this 
year, it will not be in the least surprising if 
next year he gives our kin on the other side a 
chance at the pick of the peerless breeding 
ranche, the affairs of which he so ably guides. 
It will be a good thing for the breeders of this 
country at large if he does so. And now that 
he has blazed the w ay it may inspire the breed- 
ers of Kentucky and Tennessee to follow his 
example in an experimental way. By combin* 
ing interest so as to offer at Newmarket next 
July a choice selection of the progeny of such 
sires as Hanover, Candlemas, BenStrome, Order, 
Domino, Lamplighter, Deceiver, Dandie Din* 
mont, Iroquois, Inspector B., Hindoo, Kingston, 
Spendthrift and other stallions of high reputa- 
tion a very important market may at once be 
opened, one that will absorb our surplus pro- 
duction for one thing and for another bring 
about a sadly needed advance in the average 
price of thoroughbred yearlings. It is a matter 
worthy of much and earnest consideration.
